THE REAL CAUSE OF GERMANY’S COLLAPSE. 


The German financial collapse has been brought about not by 
the payments for reparations, but for the greatest part by the 
foolish and extravagant policy of the Government. Germany has 
enormously increased her expenses during the last three tears. 
She has increased the number of officials. 
In the railways, for 
instance, there were in 1913 740,000 workmen. 
There are now 
1,140,000; that is an increase of 41 per cent. That augmentation 
is even greater if one takes into account the fact that Alsace Lor­ 
raine has been given to France, Posen and a part of Silesia to 


An enormous quantity of German capital has been smuggled 
abroad. The Germans themselves estimate between ten or twelve 
billions of gold marks, that is to say three billions of dollars, the 
amount of ready money that has left Germany to be placed in the 
neighboring countries, Switzerland, Holland, Scandinavia, even 
England. That is another important cause of the depreciation of 
the German currency. 
The German Government has appropriated huge sums tor 
the building or a strong merchant navy. 
This commercial Ger­ 
man fleet is being rebuilt on a very great scale, not by private 
companies, as is the case everywhere, but with the funds furnish­ 
ed from the state treasury, tvhich is a pure violation of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 
Violations of this kind could be cited almost in­ 
definitely. 
While increasing in a tremendous proportion her expenses, 
Germany has voluntarily omitted to 
increase 
her 
taxations. 
There was one German statesman, Erzberger, who tried to take 
che m atter seriously in hand and raise considerably the taxation. 
But he was opposed by the most powerful influences from the 
parties of the Right to the so-called “Volkespartei,” by Heiferich 
as well as by Stinnes. 
It may be said, on the whole, that Erz­ 
berger failed. Moreover, he was murdered like Rathenau. 
The 
rate of taxation has been kept considerably lower in Germany 
than it is in England or in France. 
The case of indirect taxa­ 
tions is particularly striking. 
Duties on beer, tobacco, spirits, 
etc., are four or five times less in Germany than in France. 
* Those, and not the payments for reparations, are the main 
causes of the collapse of German currency. 
But the economic 
condition of a country—and this is a v ery important fact—can­ 
not be measured by its currency only. W hile the mark has gone 
down, the economic power of Germany, its productive possibili­ 
ties, the discipline and seriousness of its working people, its gift 
for organization, remain unaltered. 
All these capacities may 
very soon become a source of considerable wealth. On the whole, 
the riches of Germany are far greater than the riches of France. 
Modern industry depends upon coal. It is true that Germany has 
lost a good deal of coal by the Treaty of Peace. But in the Ruhr 
Valley alone she has about 200,000,000,000 tons of coal, many 
times as much as France. 
Germany has no external debt. 
Her 
internal debt is in proportion less than the internal 
debt 
of 
France. 
If one considers all these facts, which cannot be denied, the 
question is not how much could Germany pay, but how much 
would Germany be willing to pay. 


CANADIAN DOLLAR PARITY DUE TO U. S. 


The comeback of the Canadian dollar to par has attracted 
much attention. 
Those who understand the conditions believe 
that, aside from the fundamentally good condition of Canadian 
finance and business generally, together with an improvement 
in its trade position, the restoration of parity has been due very 
largely to, American investments, purchases and spending in 
Canada. 
American money has been going into things Canadian 
at the rate of $20,000,000 a month this year. 
Sir Frederick Williams Taylor, president of the 
Canadian 
Bankers’ Association and general manager of the Bank of Mont­ 
real, says: 
“Return of the dollar to par is simply a question of 
supply and demand. It is not the balance of trade alone that has 
brought New’ York exchange back to par, but an influx of ex­ 
traneous money.” 
E. L. Pease, general manager of the Royal Bank of Canada, 
says: 
“The return of the Canadian dollar to par is a wonderful 
tribute to the demand. 
Look at countries in the South, like 
Brazil and Argentina. 
Their currency is not yet approaching 
anything like normal. 
Our proximity to the United States has 
helped us largely. 
Americans are investing 
heavily 
in 
the 
Dominion, making this country an export center for distribution 
of their goods to other parts of the Empire and thus benefiting 
by lower tariffs within the Empire. Take, for example, Ford and 
General Motors; such investments bring much American money 
into Canada.

auto or train wreck and everybody!

out to the scene of the wreck with­ 
out ever a thought of being in dan­ 
ger themselves.

America deplores these *jutrages, and Americans are being 
stirred to a slow anger by their continuance. However, it is cer­ 
tain that today America * would resent any move toward armed 
intervention, feeling that this would lead finally to another Old 
World adventure. 
Tomorrow' wil be another day; but for the present the 
bare mention of intervention stirs the American dread of any 
further dealings with Europe or Old World affairs. The memory 
of 1914-1918 is too near andi too clear for Americans to be under 
any illusions as to what such intervention might come to in 
the end. 
This country is slow to wrath and slow to set its feet upon a 
path that leads to war. It is not ready now to go a-crusading 
in Asia Minor.
